Dear Science Editor: Occasionally on hot summer days 
I've noticed a blue haze over the farm where I live. No 
one around here can tell me what causes this. Perhaps

Dear R.H.: According to a recent report of Dr. Weat 
of the St. Louis, Missouri Botanical Gardens, “the blue 
haze seen over vegetated areas is caused by a layer of 
asphaltic and bituminous particles created by hundreds 
of millions of tons of volatile hydrocarbons and near- 
hydrocarbons expelled into the atmosphere annually by 
living plants. These particles eventually rain down on 
the earth and, in time, form petroleum.” Dr. Went con- 
cludes his report by suggesting that these particles in- 
fluence the weather and serve to regulate plant growth.

Dear Science Editor: is it possible to see a rainbow on 
a@ moonlit night?

Dear J.S.: Under favorable circumstances it is mdeed 
possible for you to observe a rainbow. As far back as 
Aristotle’s time, mention is made of people seeing lunar 
rainbows. Just as daylight rainbows may occasionally 
be seen when the sun shines through a sheet of falling 


rain, so the same effect may be observed by moonlight. 


A similar phenomenon can be witnessed as strorig 
electric lights shine through rain and mists.

Dear Science Editor; When cattle or oxen get up from 
a resting position, they rise on their hindlegs first, but 
when horses raise themselves from the same position, 
they rise on their forelegs first. I've often wondered 
why this difference should exist. L.D., New York, N.Y. 
Dear L.D.: Scientists explain these different rising po- 
sitions as a survival of past habits, and the conditions 
under which these animals formerly lived in a wild 
state. At the sound of an alarm, the ancestors of the 
ox, being inhabitants of the forest, would rise on. the 
hindlegs first so as to keep the head down as long as 
possible while looking out beneath the branches of the 
tcees for an approaching foe. The ancestor of the horse, 
on the other hand, an inhabitant of the open prairie, 
would rise on the forelegs first so as to raise its head 
high above the grass to look out for approaching foes.
